VOICE: I N DECENSER THE SENATE REFUSED TO APPROVE THE SENDING 
OF COVERT AMERICAN AID TO ANTI- COMMUNIST FACTIONS FIGHTING IN 
ANGOLA, AND EARLIER THIS “WEEK THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
ALSO DECLINED TO APPROVE SUCH AID. IN THE WAKE OF THIS FIRM 
CONGRESSIONAL REFUSAL, SECRETARY KISSINGER MIGHT HAVE BEEN 
EXPECTED TO DROP THE SUBJECT. INSTEAD, HE WENT BACK TO CONGRESS 
ON THURSDAY AND -~ IN TESTIIIONY BEFORE A SENATE COMMITTEE 
DEALING WITH AFRICAN AFFAIRS-~ HE MADE WHAT IS PROBABLY HIS 
STRONGEST STATEMENT YET ON THE SITUATION IN ANGOLA AND ITS 
POSSIBLE IMPACT ON SOVIET-AMERICAN RELATIONS. FURTHERMORE, 

HE INDICATED THAT ~~ FAR FRO}i DROPPING THE ARGUMENT FOR AID -~ 
PRESIDENT FORD MIGHT CALL ON CONGRESS TO APPROVE AID ON AN 
OPEN BASIS, ALTHOUGH SUCH AID, HE STRESSED, WOULD BE STRICTLY 
FINANCIAL, 

MR, KISSINGER MADE CLEAR THE REASONS HE FEELS SO STRONGLY 
ABOUT ANGOLA. ONE IS THAT MASSIVE SOVIET AND CUBAN INTERVENTION 
THERE THREATEN TO IMPOSE A GOVERNMENT ON THE 
PEOPLE OF ANGOLA RATHER THAN ALLOWING THEM TO WORK OUT THEIR 
OWN POLITICAL DESTINY. BUT A SECOND AND EVEN MORE IMPORTANT 
REASON IS THE IMPACT OF THIS INTERVENTION ON THE STABILITY OF 
THE WHOLE WORLD. " IF A CONTINENT SUCH AS AFRICA," HE SAID, 

" ONLY RECENTLY FREED FROM EXTERNAL OPPRESSION, CAN BE MADE 

THE ARENA FOR GREAT POWER AMBITIONS, IF IMMENSE QUANTITIES 

OF ARMS CAN AFFECT FAR-OFF EVENTS, IF LARGE EXPEDITIONARY FORCES 
CAN BE TRANSPORTED AT WELL TO DOMINATE VIRTUALLY HELPLESS 
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PEOPLES-- THEN ALL 'IE HAVE HOPED FOR IN BUILDING A MORE STABLE 
AND RATIONAL INTERNATIONAL ORDER IS IN JEOPARDY." IF THE UNITED 
STATES TOLERATES THIS, HE ADDED, IT COULD LEAD TO FUTURE SOVIET 
MISCALCULATIONS AND RAISE DOUBTS ABOUT AMERICA'S CREDIBILITY 
AS A RELIABLE ALLY, 

AS IS OFTEN THE CASE WITH SUC H TESTIIIONY, MR. 
KISSINGER SEEMED TO BE ADDRESSING HIMSELF NOT ONLY TO CONGRESS 
BUT ALSO TO THE AMERICAN PUBLIC AND EVEN TO WHOMEVER, IN OTHER 
COUNTRIES, MIGHT BE INTERESTED, HE WARNED THAT CONTINUED 
INTERVENTION IN ANGOLA COULD HAVE A NEGATIVE IMPACT ON SOVIET- 
AMERICAN AND CUBAN-AMERICAN RELATIGHS. HE CLEARLY HOPES THAT 
HIS WARNING WILL BE TAKEN SENICUSLY IN MOSCOl! 
AND HAVANA, AN IZVESTIA ARTICLE WHICH APPEARED THURSDAY 
HAS LED TO SOME PRESS SPECULATION THAT THE RUSSIANS MIGHT 
BE WILLING TO SUPPORT A POLITICAL SOLUTION IN ANGOLA. SUCH 
A SOLUTION, “ORKED OUT BY THE ANGOLAN FACTIONS THEIMSELVES, 
IS WHAT SECRETARY KISSINGER HIMSELF HAS REPEATEDLY SUGGESTED. 
BUT IN THE ABSENCE OF SUCH A SOLUTIGN-- AND OF ANY COOPERATIVE 
MOVES BY MOSCO! AND HAVANA-- MR. KISSINGER FEELS THAT THE ONLY 
ALTERNATIVE FOR THE UNITED STATES IS THE POLICY OF FINANCIAL 


ASSISTANCE WHICH HE HOPES CONGRESS WILL NOW RECONSIDER,
